they will receive a reward, those, however, 
who take upon themselves to study the Gem- 
arah exercise the highest virtue,’ (Babha 
Metsia, fol. 33a). “My son, give heed to the 
words of the scribes rather than to the 
words of the law” (Erubhin, fol. 21b). 
“There is nothing superior to the holy Tal- 

mud” (Mizbeach, ch V). 
Position of the Church 

In the Thirteenth Century “Popes Gregory 
IX and Innocent IV condemned the books of 
the Talmud as containing every kind of vile- 
ness and blasphemy against Christian truth, 
and ordered them to be burned because they 
spread many horrible heresies” (Corp. Iuris 
Can. VII Decretal, lib. V, Tit. IV, cap. 1). In 
the Index Expurgationis issued in 1887, Pope 
Leo XIII stated: “Although in the Index is- 
sued by Pope Pius IV, the Jewish Talmud 
with all its glossaries, annotations, interpre- 
tations and expositions were prohibited, but if 
published without the name Talmud and with- 
out its vile calumnies against the Christian re- 
ligion they could be tolerated; however, Pope 
Clement VII in his Constitution against im- 
pious writings and Jewish books published in 
Rome in the year of Our Lord 1592. . . pro- 
scribed and condemned them: it is not his in- 
tention thereby to permit or tolerate them 
even under the above conditions; for he ex- 
pressly and specially stated and willed, that 
the impious Talmudic, Cabalistic and other 
nefarious books of the Jews be entirely con- 
demned and that they must remain ALWAYS 
CONDEMNED AND PROHIBITED, and that 
this Constitution about these books MUST BE 
_ PERPETUALLY AND INVIOLABLY OB- 

SERVED.” The foregoing are the Acts of the 
Popes intended to perdure for all time. Now 
then, the Index of forbidden books has been 
abolished and I ask the whole Catholic World 
the following question: “Does the abolition of 
the Index also abolish the Acts of the Popes?” 
If it does, the Popes have lost their papal au- 
thority; if it does not, the Constitution is still 
in force and it must be “perpetually and in- 
violably observed.” The books mentioned in 
the Constitution have been condemned be- 
cause of their inherent serious danger of los- 
ing the Christian Faith, because of their dia- 
bolic blasphemies and because of their hatred 
of Jesus Christ and Christianity. No Pope, 
performing his duty as Pope, has the right to 
countermand this Constitution quoted, since 
the danger to the loss of the Catholic and 
Christian Faith exists today more than ever 
before. 


Divisions of the Talmud 


For the sake of brevity and simplicity, the 
vast and complicated work known as the Tal- 
mud is composed of the Mishnah; the Jerusa- 
lem and Babylonian Gemarah, Tosephoth, 
Piske Tosephoth and the Perusch Hamis- 
chanaioth. For further enumerations and di- 
visions of parts, books and tracts within these 
main divisions, this writer refers our readers 
to Father Pranaitis’ work entitled the TAL- 
MUD UNMASKED. 


Jesus and Mary in the Talmud 

Many passages concerning the birth, life, 
death and teachings of Jesus Christ our God 
are to be found in the Talmudic books. The 
God Incarnate is not always referred to by 
the same name, being sometimes called 
“Otho Isch” (That Man), “Petoni” (A Cer- 
tain One), “Naggar bar naggar” (The Car- 
penter son of a carpenter), “Ben charsch 
etaim” (The son of a wood worker), “Talui’” 
(The one who was hanged). 

The real name of Christ in Hebrew is 
Jeschua Hanotsri—Jesus the Nazarene. He 
is called Notsri from the city of Nazareth; 
and, in addition to other indecent names, 
Christians are called Notsrim or Nazarenes. 
Jeschua in Hebrew means Savior; it rarely oc- 
curs in Jewish books. It is almost always ab- 
breviated to “JESCHU” resembling the word 
for curse, taken from “IMMACH SCHEMO 


but also Jeschu Scheker (liar), Utoebah (an 
abomination). Who would not be deeply hor- 
rified at this? This Jew lived at Frankfort 
and at Hanover and had travelled all over 
the world. When he saw how this horrified 
me, his faith in Judaism began to weaken, 
for he was not adverse to the Christian 
Faith and had often discussed it with me. I 
also discovered two other secret words 
from the Jewish Cabala which have to do 
with this name. It is well known that Israel- 
ites are often warned in their sacred writings 
to shun worship of Elohe Nekhar (STRANGE 
GODS OR GOD). What does “ELOHE NEK- 
HAR” really mean? By the numbering meth- 
od-of the Gammatria these letters equal 316, 
which taken together make the word Jeschu. 
This is found at the end of the book Abhkath 
Rokhel. They therefore teach that to dishon- 
or God by the worship of Elohe Nekhar is the 
same as to dishonor him by the worship of 
Jeschu. Behold the malice of the serpent! 

The Talmud teaches that Jesus Christ was 
illegitimate; that he had the soul of Esau; 
that he was a fool, a conjurer, a seducer; 
that he was crucified, buried in hell and set 
up as an idol ever since by his followers. 

The Tract Kallah, (ib, 18b), narrates a 
blasphemous account concerning the concep- 
tion of Christ during menstruation. 

Another similar story is narrated in San- 
hedrin, 67a: Too vulgar to narrate. 

For these reasons there will always be anti- 
Judaism in the world, culminating with the 
death of the Hebrew Anti-Christ of the 
Apocalypse. Christians did not manufacture 
the so-called anti-Semitism. The most anti- 
Semitic literature in existence is the Talmud 
itself. If the Jews want all anti-Semitism to 
cease, they must repudiate and destroy all the 
copies of the Talmud and kneel down before 
Jesus Christ to adore Him and to follow Him. 

There are many blasphemies in the Talmud, 
but let us now pass on to what the Talmud 
writes about the followers of Christ, the 
Christians or Nazarenes. 

Christians in the Talmud 

In Abhodah Zarah (20, a, Toseph) it says: 
“Do not say anything in praise of them, lest 
it be said: How good that Goi is!” Yet, the 
Anti-Defamation League and B’nai B’rith will 
give awards to Christians. This is hypocrisy 
pure and simple for they will even violate 
their Talmud to deceive Christians. Rabbi S. 
Iarchi, in his comments on the words of Deu- 
teronomy (VII, 2) “and thou shalt show no 
mercy unto them (Goim)” as cited in the 
Gemarah, says: “Do not pay them any com- 
pliments; for it is forbidden to say: ‘how good 
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Mar

Yet, Christians will allow them- 
selves to be deceived, accept their plaques and 
have their wings burned like moths around a 
hot bulb. 

The proper word for Christian Saints in 
Hebrew is Kedoschim, but they are calied Ke- 
dédchim, feminine men or fairies. Women 
saints are called Kedeschoth, whores, Sunday 
is called the day of calamity. Christmas is 
called Nital, denoting extermination. Easter 
is not called by the proper word Pesach 
(Passover), but Ketsach, a cutting down, or 
Kesach, a gallows. A Christian Church is not 
ealled Beth Hattefillah, House of Prayer, but 
Beth Hattiflah, a house of vanity, a house of 
Evil. So when the Rabbis can now be present 
in our churches, they see a table and not an 
altar, they see the images of the saints gone, 
for in their Iore Deah, (146, 15) it says: 
“Their idols must be destroyed, or called by 
contemptuous names.” In other words, the 
new interior of our Churches is agreeable to 
the Rabbi and if he is not so well pleased he 
follows the precept of Iore Deah (157, 2, Ha- 
gah): “If a Jew is able to deceive them (idol- 
aters) by pretending he is a worshipper of the 
stars (crucifixes), he may do so.” Gospel 
Books are called Aavon Gilaion or Books of 
Iniquity. Christian Sacrifices are called Dung . 
Offerings. A Christian girl who works for 
Jews on their sabbath is called Schaw- 
wesschicksel, Sabbath dirt. =€ 

Fate Awaiting Christians 
Described in Talmud 

When the history of Jewish Bolshevism is 
studied you will see how well they put the 
Talmud into practice. In Sepher Or Israel 
(177 b) it says: “Take the life of the Kliphoth 
and kill them, and you will please God the 
same as one who offered incense to Him.” 
After the destruction of the Temple at Jeru- 
salem, the only sacrifice necessary is extermi- 
nation of Christians, for in Zohar (OI, 227 
b) it says: ‘‘The only sacrifice required is that 
we remove the unclean from amongst us.” 
Those who kill Christians shall have a high 
place in heaven (Zohar 1, 38b and 39a). The 
Jews must never cease to exterminate the 
Goim; they must never leave them in peace 
and never submit to them (Hilkhoth Akum, 
X, 1). All Jews are obliged to unite together 
to destroy traitors amongst them (Choschen 
Hamm, 338, 16). 

In Sanhedrin (59a) is written: “Rabbi 
Jochanan says: ‘A Goi who spies into the Law 
is guilty of death.’ ” This means that anyone 
found studying the Mishnah merits death. 
What about he who exposes the Mishnah? 

The destruction of Rome is intended when 
Rabbi Abraham in his Tseror Hammor, says: 
“Immediately after Rome is destroyed we 
shall be redeemed.” The Kingdom of Rome 
must be exterminated, because when corrupt 
Rome is destroyed, salvation and freedom will 
come to God’s Chosen People” (Synag. Jud. 
Ch. X p 219); Mimicking the words of Iore 
Deah (158, 1), in Abhodah Zarah, 26 b. To- 
sephoth it is written: “Even the best of the 
Goim should be killed.” 

The Schulchan Arukh, after the words of 
Tore Deah (158, 1) that those of the Akum 
who do no harm to Jews are not to be killed, 
namely, those who do not wage war against 
Israel, explains the word Milchamah (war) 
thus: “But in time of war the Akum are to be 
killed, for it is written: ‘The good among the 
Akum deserve to be killed.’ ” : 

The Anti-Christ of the Apocalypse 

The Jews picture their Messiah and Libera- 
tor whom they expect, as a persecutor who 
Will inflict great calamities upon non-Jews.
